This is in response to the above referenced Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request. 
In summary, you requested copies of emails sent to or from any former or present 
Bureau of Prisons staff member which contain the phrase "diesel therapy", dating back 
January 1,2008. 

Your request for records would require the BOP to conduct an unreasonably 
burdensome search. The BOP currently has over 37,000 staff, in order for this office to 
respond to your request; we would have to search in excess of 37,000 email accounts 
to retrieve the information you seek. As such, we are administratively closing this 
request. To ensure you are not disadvantaged by our action, if you reformulate your 
request and make it less burdensome within 30 days from the date of this letter, we will 
place your request in the processing queue where it would have been.
